watchword in relation for the

problem was the sense of the meet­ 
ing held at St. Louis last week by 
representatives of 
sixty-two 
state 
agricultural colleges. 
The 
council 
of national defense is charged with 
the duty of mobilizing the resources 
«f the nation in the present emer­ 
gency, leaving as one of its members 
the secretary of agriculture. 
The 
conference recommended some 
ad­ 
ditional machinery. 
A relatively small central 
agri­ 
cultural body, whose services 
and 
presence might be required in Wash­ 
ington constantly, 
to be composed 
of men who have 
wide 
knowledge 
of agricultural matters and execu­ 
tive experience. 
In selecting 
these 
men, attention should be 
paid 
to 
geographical distribution. 
A large National 
advisory body 
composed of representatives of the 
leading agricultural agencies 
and 
associations concerned ®ot only in 
production but in distributing 
and 
handling commodities. 
A small central agricultural body 
in each State, representing various 
agricultural 
interests, 
including 
agricultural 
officials, 
representa­ 
tives of agricultural colleges, bank­ 
ers,’ business, farmers’ and womens’ 
organizations, etc., concerned in the 
production, distribution, and utiliza­ 
tion of food supplies and agricul­ 
tural raw materials. 
This 
body 


should be designated by the Govern­ 
or, and, if the State has a 
central 
council of safety or defense, should 
be co-ordinated with it. 
Such county, urban, and other lo­ 
cal bodies as the State authorities, 
including this State central agency, 
may see fit to suggest. 
The National central 
body and 
the State central bodies will he ex­ 
pected to keep in intimate eontact 
and to work in close co-operation. 
Increase the acreage 
in 
spring 
wheat in the Northern States. 
Increase the corn area east of the 
100th meridian. 
In districts where wheat has been 
winterkilled, replant with oats, corn, 
or sorghum as climatic 
conditions 
may determine. 
Plant barley and oats, wherever 
they are proved and reliable crops, 
to the maximum that can be hand­ 
led. 
Buckwheat acreage in the North 
ern and Eastern States, where the 
season is too short for the 
great 
staple crops, may well be increased. 
The area planted to navy beans 
in the North and West and to Mexi­ 
can and Tepary beans in the South 
west should be enlarged. 
The planting of potatoes, especi­ 
ally for local use, should be stimu­ 
lated in every reasonable way. 
Sweet potatoes 
in 
the 
South 
should be produced in larger quan­ 
tity than usual for use 
in 
their 
fresh state, and for 
storing, 
can­ 
ning or disiccating for winter use. 
Production of peanuts should be 
enlaiged.

question to take up is how to do it 
to get the most out of our labor. If 
everyone with a back yard 
should 
plant a garden in it the result would 
put a big dent in the high cost of 
living. 
The city man has $n hour or so in 
the morning or an hour or two in the 
afternoon after dinner. The exercise 
will be just what he needs, for he 
will be getting back to nature. The 
outlay is small for the returns it 
will bring. 
With a little care, here are some 
of the vegetables that ean be raised 
in a back yard garden if the 
in­ 
structions are followed: 
Beans, cabbage, parsnips, cauli­ 
flower, onions, 
lettuce, 
cucumbers, 
peas, beets, carrots, radishes, as­ 
paragus. It will be seen that in this 
list are vegetables 
that 
are com­ 
manding record prices right now. 
With prices the way they are, ev­ 
ery vailable foot of ground should 
be made productive. 
In the 
work 
the interest of the children 
should 
be enlisted, for they can help, and 
in helping their minds will be direc­ 
ted in a path that will be of value 
in later years. 
The average back yard is 50x50. 
First clear! it up. 
Get those 
ashes 
up out of the cellar, and if there are 
no paths about the yard use some 
of the ashes to make them. 
Be sure the paths are 
straight 
Trenches should be dug along the 
paths eighteen inches deep 
to 
se* 
cure dainage away from the house 
if possible. 
The soil 
thus 
found 
can be scattered about the ya'rd and 
used to fill depressions. 
Put in those trenches the stoned, 
broken bottles, bits of 
brick 
and 
crockery -that may -be found. Leave 
the trenches in this condition until 
the soil is dry for spading, 
where 
the good beds are to be made. 
The spade should be driven deep 
and the soil broken fine in turning it

Sweet 
corn should 
always 
be 
found in the home 
garden 
when 
space allows, since it loses quality 
very 
rapidly 
after 
being picked. 
Its sugar changes into 
starch, 
so 
that to have it at its best it should 
be on the fire within flfteeth minutes 
after being pulled from the 
stalk. 
Those"who w’ish to 
have 
home- 
grow7n sweet corn will find the fol­ 
lowing advice from the U. 
S. 
De­ 
partment of Agriculture usefdTÎ 


Corn does best in a 
fertile 
soil, 
but is able to adapt 
itself 
to 
all 
textures from sand to 
clay. 
To 
grow jt in sufficient quantities 
for 
the average family requires 
more 
space, how'ever, than for most gar­ 
den vegetables. 
It should not 
be 
planted until after danger of frost 
is past. 
— 
The rows, should be spaecd 
not 
closer than three feet apart, and for 
the larger-growing 
late 
varieties 
the distance had best be three 
and 
one-half. 
Stalks should be thinned 
to stand from .fifteen to eighteen in­ 
ches in the row. 
In 
planting, 
the 
seed is covered with one or two in­ 
ches of soil. 
Cultivation must 
be 
thorough, frequent, and shallow. 
It is possible to use the 
ground 
occupied by early corn for 
a 
fall 
planting of such crops as spinach, 
turnips, and kale.

are at their best, its flavor is good. 


For midseason and late use. Cros­ 
by,

Excelsior, 
Country 
Gentleman, 
Bi^ek"*' Mexican, 
and 
Stowels Evergreen are suitable. 


It is possible to have a fairly long 
season of usuable corn if three va • 
rieties, such as 
Golden 
Bantam, 
Crosby, and Country Gentlemen are 
planted simultaneously 
in 
early 
spring. To make the season continu­ 
ous until frpst, however, it will he 
neeessary^to plant some variety at 
intervals of two or three weeks up 
to the last of July. Crosby is a very 
good variety for this purpose.

found in the home 
garden* when 


space allows, since it loses quality 
very 
rapidly 
after ^ being picked. 


Its sugar changes into starch, so 
that to have it "at its best it should 
be- on the fire within fifteeth jmmites 
after being pulled from the 
stalk. 


Those--who wish to 
have .home- 


grown sweet corn will find the fol- 
lowing advice from the U. S. De- 
partment of Agriculture useful? 


Corn does best in- a / fertile- soil, 


but is able to adapt 
itself 
to all 


textures from sand to clay. 
"To 


glow \t in sufficient quantities 
for 


the average family requires. 
more 


space, however, than for most gar- 
den vegetables. It-should "not .'be 
planted until after danger of frost 
is past. 
— - 


The rows, should be spaced 
not 


closer than three feet apart, and for 
the larger^growing 
late varieties 


the distance had best be three and 
one-half. Stalks should be thinned 
to stand from .-fifteen to eighteen in- 
ches in the row. In planting, the 
seed is covered with one-or two in- 
ches 'of soil. 
Cultivation must 
bq 


thorough,^frequent, iand shallow. 


It is possible to use the 
ground 


occupied by early corn for a fall 
planting of such crops as spinach, 
turnips, a,pd kale.
